This is not just talk. For 1916 the | 
riilroads reported new high records | 
fer all time in gross and net earn- 
ings. Gross earnings kept increasing 
hut the percentage of gross spent for 
bare operating expenses went almost 
through the roof. The year govern- 
ment operation ended the railroads aft- 
er paying ecperating expenses. which 
were close to 100 per cent of gross 
had only $15,000,000 to meet fixed 
interest charges. For the past three 
years, however, the percentage of 
gross used to pay operating expenses 
has been rapidly returning to some- 
thing like normal. For 1923 the oper- 
ating ratio of the carriers as a whole 
was 77 per cent of gross. For 1924 
it was 76 per cent of gross. For 1925 
it was down to 74 per cent of gross, 
which resulted in a new high record for 
all time in net earnings at $1,¥36,- 
954,000.

Much light is thrown onthe general 
usiness situation last year by the 
foregoing figures. Compared with the 


'average for the previous five years, 


there was no change in the movement 
throughout the country in grain and 
grain products. Live stock because of 
unusual conditions in the agricultural 
sections declined. There was only a 
comparatively small increase in ore, 
coal and coke. But in the loadings 
of merchandise in Jess than carload 
lots the gain was 2,000,000 cars or 
19 per cent, while the gain in mis- 
cellaneous treight made up largely of 
manufactured products was 3,000,000 
tons or 19 per cent.

market, checking rallying tendencies 
in a number of high-grade rails and 
industrials. Both the rail and indus- 


‘trial averages showed gains on the 


day. Total sales ran over 925,000 
shares. 

American Brakeshoe and Foundry, 
which had- sold as high as 180 ear- 
lier in the year, collapsed 351-4 
points to 125. Foundation company 
broke 29 points to 127 and then ral- 
lied to 1281-2, as against the year’s 
maximum of 1793-4. General Elec- 
tric dropped nearly 12 points to 
337 1-8, New York Canners 11 1-4 to 
39 and U. 8S, Cast Jron Pipe 10 
to 180. 

Selling of these issues originated 
with bear traders, who timed their 
attacks so that the full force of the 
selling pressure fell just before noon 
with the result that the extent of 
the declines was not revealed on the 
tape until after the market had closed. 


Strong buying support was appar- 
ent throughout the session for most 
of the so-called “Morgan and First

in the fifth and deciding contest of the 
three-day series gave the native 
forces the verdict by three matches to 
two after Rene Lacoste, the out- 
standing star of the invading team, 
had added to his laurels by trouncing 
Vincent Richards, 6-3, 6-1, 6-3, in 
the day’s opening encounter. In the 
previous day's matches, America had 
captured the doubles while Lacoste 
beat Tilden and Richards vanquished 
Korotra in the singles.

Wrens, 
bluebirds, flickers, phoebes, rob- 
bins, and other species are soon 
going to be fat hunting after a 
winter of vagabonding, and when 
they come with bursts of song 
‘tis a wise suburbanite or farmer 
who has a few bird boxes waiting 
for this gang. 

The larger the number of birds 
nround a place the greater the 
drain upon their food supply. 
As a rule this food supply con- 
sists of injurious insects or the 
seeds of noxious weeds. If such 
is the ease the home owner 
ahead as the birds make faithfui 
allies. Without any orders from 
headquarters they sail into the 
daily battle which nets them a 
good living and down go the in- 
sects and the weed seeds.

boxes for practical ends. For ex- 


ample, one farmer was known to 
have Jost during one summer 
three rows of corn 40 yards long. 
This corn grew next to a fence 
row heavily covered with blue- 
grass in which swarms of grass- 
hoppers thrived. Mr. Fartner was 
a skeptic, but he decided to give 
the bird box idea a tryout so he 
put up 21 boxes, placed two rods 
apart on the fenee. Thirteen 
were occupied—6 by wrens, 4 by 
hbluebirds and 2 by colonies of 
martins. The grasshoppers were 
walloped right and left, as they 
provided a soft living for the 
hungry birds. When fall came 
the doubting farmer gathered 25 
bushels of corn from the three 
rows that grew next to the fence, 
the very spot where there had 
been no corn the year before.

NOT ESSENTIAL 


Helena, Mont., February 27.—()— 
The turfless golf course of the Helena 
Country club is evidence that grass 
is not essential to golf links. This 
pleasant 18-hole course is without a 


blade of green on tee, fairway or put- 
ting “green.” 

The Helena club carved the links 
out of a mountain side among the rug- 
ged peaks of the Rockies, with only 
disintegrated granite as a base. Sough- 
ing pine trees and a few shrubs lend 
the only tinge of green to the course. 
Great rocks, some as large as houses, 
punctuate the “rough” between the 
descending and ascending fairwnys. 
They resemble a gradual roadway and 
in fact are “mowed” with a grading 
machine to keep them smooth. 

The putting “greens” are cireles of 
oiled sand, and each player perfects 
the surface of these areas himself, 
using a scraper having a piece of high 
piled carpet on its edge as a “lawn 
mower’ to make the greased silicon 
level between his ball and the cup. 

The scenery about the club is mag- 
nificent. Grand vistas across the val- 
leys to far away ranges of peaks that 
cleave the sky make the course seem 


ismall, althongh it is really large and 


| 


more than 6.200 vards long, occupring 
the whole side of a foothill. 
Natural Shower Paths. 

Topping over the entire club ground 
is a rocky spur, creased with pines. A 
great valley leads back to the Montana 
capital, passing hot springs that fur- 
nish all the warm showers and plunges 
the heated golfer may want. 

The one disadvantage of this grasa- 
less course is the dust that, rises as 
players walk over it. But the dust is 
clean, washed for ages under the rains 
and snows that have crumbled the 
masses of granite to friable fragments. 
Some of the great boulders that have 
withstood this assault of nature are 
used as trees that rise above the fair- 
ways like embattled towers. 

Sand Slows Ball. 

The course is difficult, but may be 
scored in par by a good player. ‘The 
surprising part is the holding power of 
the fairways. At first sight, members 
of the Golfers Magazine expedition 
who played the links decided they 
could “drive a mile” down the de- 
scending fairways, but Jim Barnes, 
Jock Hutchison, Chick Evans and 
other experts in the p@rty found that 
the ball rolled only about as far as it 
did on eastern sod, There seems to 
be a softness to the pulverized granite 


|that takes off the speed as does grass. 


The citizens of Helena had not giv- 
en much thought to golf until A. I. 
Smith of the Windsor club, of Chi- 
cago, went there as a bankers He en- 
listed a few friends and by much per- 
suasion got them to subscribe a fund 
to build the course. The scheme was 
the chief topic of wit and humor in 
{elena for months, but now the club 
has 300 members and a waiting list.

A. B. Cates, chairman of the ap- 
oraisal committee of the Atlanta Real 
Estate board. announces the members

The purpose of the meeting is to al- 
cou- 
sisting of RK. R. Otis, chairman, Dana 
Relser, Ward Wight and W. P. Wal- 
thall, to make its recommendations and 
reports to the members of the apprais- 
al committee as a whole for adoption, 


The appraisal rules committee was 
appointed by Mr. Cates at the diree- 
tion of the directors to consider and 
make up rules that could be applied 
in assisting the value of real estate in 
Atlanta in the appraisal work carried 
on by the Atlanta Real Estate board. 
Mr. Cates says the appraisal rules 
committee is important, and if their 
rules are adopted and put into effect 
they will have a material effect in as- 
suring correct values. He says for 
this reason every member of the ap- 
praisal committee should attend the, 
meeting. 

The appraisal work carried on by 
the Atlanta Real Estate board is con- 
sidered most reliable and the best au- 
thority as to values in Atlanta. The 
system used by the board is that ree- 
ommended, worked out, and adopted by 
the National Association of Real 
K:state boards, and the same system 
of appraising is now being used by 
real estate boards in over 500 of the 
largest cities in the United States. 

J. I. Smith, president of the real 
estate board, in discussing this matter 
stated that the accurate values as to 
real estate ig a very important thing, 
especially in regard to making loans, 
and that when a pareel of realty is 
valued the appraiser should be able 
to prove his valuation, and if he can- 
not, the appraisal has little weight.

UPPOSE that vou catch a 
codfish and you mark him 
with a tag, fastening it se- 
curely to his tail. then, if 
you liberate him, and catch 
him again 2 few months later 
somewhere else, you know how far he 
has traveled in the meantime, away 
from the place where he was firs! 
caught, and the direction of lis jcur- 
ney. 

Now, imagine this to be dove with 
many thousands of 2ocfish caneht in 
such n area, say, as Nantucket 
Shoals, on the New England coast, 
and liberated with tags bearing serial 
numbers. Many of those fish<s will 
be recaptured in other waters, and 
the tags they carry will give inforrma- 
tion regarding their migrations, 


The United States bureau of fish- 
-eries is doing this kind of work on a 
large scale in order to tind- out soine- 
thing definite about the migratory 
habits of codfish. It is doing the same 
thing with the haddock and the pol- 
lock. Those three finny species cen- 
tribute very importantly to our na- 
tional food supply, and anything tiat 
is ascertainable in regard to their life 
histories is of practical value. 


Much and very useful information 
is obtained by scale reading. It that 
term seems unfamiliar, it is eastiv ex- 
plained by saying that every scale on 
a codfish tells the story of its iite The 
scale is plainly marked with a series 
of concentric lines, each of which rep- 
resents a-year in the life of the fish. 
Thus a person who knows how io read 
it can tell with certainty in what year 
the codfish was hatched froni aa evg, 
and hence its age. 


_ The scale will tell much more than 
that, however. That part of it which 
regisiers the first year’s growth shows, 
by its size, whether the fish was hatch- 
ed in the fall, in midwinter, or in 
spring. For the codfish hatched in 
spring makes a_ biggest first year 
growth, and, as the fish grows, so does 


the scale. Winter checks the fish’s 
development, and it is this annual 
check that makes on its scales the 


growth lines above mentioned, record- 
ing its age. 

The same remarks apply to the 
haddock and pollock. Also to the 
shad, which, though it runs up our 
rivers to spawn, is really a sea fish, 
When you buy shad at market, you 
can read (if you know how) ils de- 
tailed history on every one of its 
scales, even to the number of times 
it has spawned, and in what years it 
came up the river for that purpose. 


The shad, you see, never gces tir 
from the mouth of the -river in which 
it was hatched. So, at all events, the 
fisheries bureau thinks. When it has

studies, sometimes causing her to neg- 
lect her household duties and some- 
times making her seem flighty and un- 
real. But she is net necessarily lazy 
or thoughtless, says her defender. She 
is using a new power which is won- 
derfully attractive to her. Later on 
when reason has developed, she will 
see there w a time to dream and a 
time to work. But this only comes 
with time and experience. 

As her emotion develops, she may 
he supersensitive, hilarious, rude and 
bev crazy, but if she is properly tram- 
ed. these are only passing character- 


istics —thines which will adjust them- 


selves as reason and will mature. 

Mrs. Eegleston grants it is often an 
unhappy time for those who are train- 
ing her, but cautions against judging 
too harshly or forgetting that she ts 
strugeling with great problems of re- 
adjustment and needs the best help 
and counsel that can be found. The 
eirl does not understand her own self 
and is often much discouraged at her 
lack Of progress. 

“Her life as a little eirl has been 
dominated bv others. Now her erow- 
ny mind tells her she is old enough 
bevin to choose tor herself. So she 
ries it opt in the home and finds 
rerself in trouble with those in author- 
tv. She imagines herself as a great 
eader some day and yet she awakens 
o find herself unable, perhaps, even 
a stand en her feet and recite tn 
school—and she wonders why. She 
does not understand why she is so 
happy one dav and wishing she could 
die another. She wonders why the 
people in the home are not withng to 
tuke her advice on things which 
imagination tells her she knows much 
more than they do. She lones to be 
like some good person whom. she 
vet she finds herself suddenly 
tempted to do that which would make 
her just the opposite. She wants to 
be Kind and loving and helptul in the 
home, vet she finds herself saying 
mean things and insisting on having 
her own way. She does not under- 
Stand her own inconsistencies. She 
is mentally upset and puzzled.” 

A study of some of the characteris- 
tics of the adolescent girl is what this 
eirl-authority recommends to mothers 
as the means of understanding her and 
showing them more clearly how to 
deal with her needs. 

The outstanding characteristic of 
this period is a consciousness of self. 
This new self-consciousness makes the 
cir] eager to try things. She wants 
to knew for herself. She does many 
thines which bring criticism to her, 
She firmly believes she can take care 
ot herself, and wants to prove it to 
mother. She is not necessarily bold 
or insolent, in Mrs. Eegteston’s onin-

The Sense of the Reality of God. 
gr T WOULD be a 
very doubtful 

gain, or more cor- 


rectly a loss if with 
a larger and truer 
conception of God 
we come to have a 


feebler realization 
of Him. To know 


about God more 
and to know God 
less would be too high a price to pay 
for even an increase in knowledge. 

What can atone for our loss, if a 
vivid sense of God goes out of our 
lives? It is possible that while we 
have given up the smaller God and 
resolved Him into little more than an 
impersonal force we practically ig- 
nore the greater God. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick writes: 
‘An editorial in a New York paper hit 
the matler off with alliterative clear- 
ness when it said that in the present 
controversy the fundamentalists lack- 
ed charity and the liberals lacked 
clarity. Not being a fundamentalist 
we may leave the first part of the 
charge to the serious consideration of 
thease for whom it was meant, but the 
latter part belongs to us and we would 
better take it in earnest.’ 

“Theological liberalism today 
does lack clarity. It is possible to be 
emancipated frem the bondage of 
ancient categories without understand- 
ine the mental toil of constructing new 
ones, and the issue of that is obscurity 
and confusion. 

Thoughtful modern minds with tn- 
creasing consciousness of our lack 
face us today, saying in effect, you 
give up old ways of thinking about 
(Gjod’s relationship with us and with 
the world; very well, but how then do 
you conceive that fundamental mat- 
ter? What is your way of putting the 
truth so that we can see it, under- 
stand it, organize our faith around it, 
and live triumphantly on the basis ot 
it? We cannot positively live either 
on negations concerning old ways otf 
thinking or on experience expressed 
in them, enjoyed, but not thought 
through nor understood. 

The fault of some liberalism is not 
only the absence of a _ constructive 
mental contribution, but the more 
serious lack of moral earnestness.

HETHER the current frenzy 
called the Charleston is 
destined to be a permanent 
addition to the art of danc- 
ing, or whether it shuffles out 
of the spotlight of popular 
fancy after the ‘turkey trot,’ the ‘bun- 
ny hug,’ the ‘camel walk, the ‘shim- 
my,’ and other high- pressure steps of 
the part, discussion of it has revived 
interest in characteristic national and 
folk dances in many parts of the 
world,’’ says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, a ol headquarters of the 
National Geographic society. 

“America has no generally recog- 
nized national dance,’’ the bulletin 
continues. ‘‘There is the moribund 
Virginia Reel, at present the subject 
of earnest efforts at resuscitation by 
old-time dance revivalists. In many 
of the more remote rural sections of 
the country the Virginia Reel flour- 
ishes, more or less, despite the grow- 
ing scarcity of capable figure callers, 
but the younger generation of most 
of the country today knows little 
about it. 

‘In the case of some steps it is 
only to name the dance, 
and its birthplace flashes to mind, so 
thoroughly have the country and the 
name of its most characteristic dance 
become linked. The jig—lIreland; 
the hula-hula—Hawaii; the tango— 
Argentine; the polka—Bohemia (now 
Czecho-Slovakia) ; the nautch—India; 
the minuet—Old France. These are 
only a few samples of dances which

“The most ancient dances are be- 
lieved to be astronomical dances of 
the early Egyptians. The obiect of 
these dances was to inspire a feeling 
of harmony among the planets, and to 


so influence them that their eftect on 
life might not be harmful. The Greeks 
took the star dances from the Egyp- 
tians and found a place for them as 
the chorus, or background, of their 
tragedies. The i mans, as in other 
arts, produced few original Ganees, 
“es they devel ened their neritage from 
he Egyptians and Greeks. 


“In the more primitive civilizations 
dancing and religion were almost 
synonymous. As for the lower strata 


of humanity: ‘A savage does not 
preach his religion, he dances it,’ Liv- 
ingstone wrote from Africa. For all 


solemn occasions in the lives of prim- 
itive people there are dances—for 
weddings, for funerals, for seed-time 
and for harvest, for war and for peace. 
Where today we find people praying 
in church for rain, or for the restora- 
tion of friends to health, ancient men 
danced for these things. 

“One of the liveliest of the world’s 
dances is the tarantella, the diversion 
of Naples. It is executed with tam- 
bourines, a large venomous spider. 
Another version of the origin of the 
dance says that it is based on the 
theme of ‘la morra,’ a game consist- 
ing in guessing at the number of fin- 


gers suddenly held out by an op- 


ponent. Until recently visitors to 
Asia Minor were delighted and mysti- 
fied with the gyrations of the famous 
Turkish whirling der¥ishes. Orig- 
inally of religious significance, the art 
of the dervishes had? degenerated so 
that not long ago tite new Turkish 
republic prohibited the dance. 

“Perhaps the only original contri- 
bution that England has made in the 
last four centuries is the satior’s horn- 
pipe. The neighboring island of Ire- 
land. however, boasts of the ne, the 
recl, and the hornpine clog-and-shuf- 
fle dances. Britain’s colonies offer 
colorful and diverting steps, most of 
them symbolic or religious, such as the 
devil dance of Ceylon. 

“Environment and_ the imitative 
impulse doubtless have played large 
parts in molding many of the more 
picturesque and exotic steps of savage 
peoples. Of great interest to the stu- 
dent of animal life are such mimick- 
ing steps as the kangaroo hops of the 
Australian and the Tashmanian; the 
gorilla-like movements of a cotillion 


of natives in the heart of Africa, and 
the calf-herd tactics at a bushman’s 
ball. In the mechanical frenzies of 
the American Indian harvest and war 
dances may be visioned the em- 
bryonic ‘turkey trot’ or ‘bunny hug.’ 

“The close association of early 
dances with warfare is brought out in 
such survivals as the sword dances.
